Land Uses Hassle Council 


Yorba Linda City Council Monday 
night once again faced two old 
problems--one general, one 
specific--and took action which 
may eventually solve both. 

The general problem is that posed 
by RA (rural-agricultural) zoning in 
a deyeloping city. The specific 
problem was that created when an 
error in drawing up the city plan 
imposed RA zoning on a 
neighborhood where much--but not 
all--of the property had already been 
developed under county zoning 
permitting higher density that that 
allowed under RA zoning. 

The land in question is located 
north of Oriente between Ohio and 
Palm. It is owned by Don Schug, who 
would like to subdivide it into 14 lots, 
which he can do only if the property 
is rezoned RE (rural-estate). 

The difference between RA and 
RE zoning lies in  permissibic 
densities. Under RA, City Planning 
Director Phil Paxton explained, only 
0.7 units are permitted per acre (a 
unit is a house); under RE, 1.8 units 
are allowed. 


Although both Schug’s land as 
well as surrounding developed 
acreage are zoned RA, Councilman 
Whit Cromwell figures some 57 
percent of the surrounding lots are 
not in conformance with RA 
standards. 

All, however, would be in 
conformance with RE standards. 

Owners of the developed lots are 
happy with the present situation. 
One, David Hutchinson, gathered 
some 90 signatures of area 
homeowners who favored retaining 
the rural atmosphere guaranteed by 
RA zoning. 

Tract-type development also took 
some knocks. ‘‘This area is unique 
and rural,’’ said former city 
councilman Rudy Castro. ‘‘If you 
develop in tracts, you will lose that 
uniqueness.”’ 

Schug defended his project, 
claiming that each lot would be 
developed individually, each house 
specially designed for its lot so as to 
minimize necessary grading. 

City Engineer Roy Stephenson 
confirmed that so far Schug’s plans 


called for only such grading as that 
required by an access road. 

Cromwell defended Schug’s right 
to develop, declaring that denial of 
the zone change would deny other 
people the freedom to live in a 
development like that enjoyed by the 
area’s present residents. 

‘I can see an attitude developing 
of ‘I’m here, now everybody else 
stay out’,’’ he said. ‘‘This is eroding 
us into a police state.’’ 

Councilman Anton M. Groot 
proposed that the greatest problem 
lay with the difference between RA 
and RE densities and accordingly 
suggested that an intermediate 
classification be created to permit 
development of property like 
Schug’s. Otherwise, he said, he 
would oppose a zone change, calling 
it a ‘‘dangerous precedent.”’ 

Councilman Irwin Fried agreed, 
moving the city establish a zoning 
classification permitting one unit 
per acre. Councilman Dale T. 
Chaput, who joined Groot, Fried, 
and Mayor Henry Wedaa in voting

PUSD Delays Any 


Annexation Move 


A sharp disagreement within the 
Board of Trustees of the Placentia 
Unified School District, delayed 
action either way Monday night ona 
possible annexation between PUSD 
and the Yorba Linda Elementary 
School District. 

A file on the first proposal on the 
merger dates back to 1964. 

In the current series of talks, 
PUSD trustees expected Monday 
night to approve a paper of positive 
statements on essential require- 
ments for such a merger. The paper 
was to be forwarded both to Yorba 
Linda and to the Fullerton Union 
High School District, with which 
Yorba Linda is affiliated in 
secondary education services. 

Taking the strongest stand 
against the merger was Board Clerk 
Jean Pappas who stated her beliefs 
that the annexation is. impractical 
and out of the question for financial 
reasons. 


Mrs. Pappas explained that she 
believed the board’s position was 
the same as was stated in 
correspondence a year ago and at 
one point in the meeting declared: 
“I think that somebody has to say 
no. Fullerton has more or less said 


no _ based on finances.”’ 
Board vice president John 


Balducci led the fight Monday for 
the annexation’s progress and urged 
board members to at least outline 
Placentia’s stand on conditions it 
would consider for a merger. 
Trustee Salvador Zavala asked: 
‘‘What advantages are there to this 
school district? I believe in our 
proposal we shouldn’t give in on 
anything. We have enough prob- 
lems ‘in this district without 


absorbing anymore problems. We 
have our growth problem. We can’t 
take time out to try to correct some of 
theirs.”’ 


A communication, however, will 
be acted upon at the next meeting of 
the board, according to unanimous 
vote taken at the end of the 
discussion. Trustees decided to 
incorporate two papers on a PUSD 
position, including some of the 
conditions incorporated in a letter 
written a year ago. The position 
paper will be forwarded to the other 
two boards concerned, Yorba Linda 
and Fullerton. 

Items in the year old letter, 
which may or may not be included in 
the final draft, encompass: 

That the Fullerton High School 
District agree to accept PUSD base 
revenue as payment of tuition for 
students remaining at Troy High 
School during a transition period 
and that all properties owned by the 
Fullerton Union High School District 
in the Yorba Linda School District 
would be transferred to the 
Placentia Unified School District 
according to the provisions of the 
Education Code. 

The letter continues: ‘‘The staff 
further recommended that it would 
be necessary for the Yorba Linda 
School District to agree that any 
future building in that district 
would be according. to the master 
plan of the two school districts and 
that any need to improve plants and 
educational programs of either 
district would have to proceed 
according to a priority order 
determined by the health, safety and 
educational needs of our students.”

Vandalism 
Prevention 
Successful 


A ‘‘Vandalism Prevention Pro- 
gram’’ in the Yorba Linda School 
District, inaugurated in the last few 
months of the _ school year, 
accomplished much of its purpose. 

This was the report to the Board of 
Trustees by John Best, Yorba Linda 
Jr. High principal, who coordinated 
the program. Although extending to 
the five schools in the district, much 
of the emphasis was at the Jr. High 
level. 

Best said the program installed 
‘self respect while also cutting 
down on internal vandalism by the 
students.’’ The students were 
involved in planning the program. 

Deputy Superintendent J. Elton 
Patridge noted the program also 
curtailed non-school hour vandalism 
at the schools. He added that he 
believed the intramural activities 
program during the lunch hour at 
the Jr. High helped in curbing the 
vandalism. 

With the money saved because it 
did not have to be spent on repairs or 
replacement each school was 
allowed to use the funds to have a 
special project of their choosing. 

The total amount allocated for 
vandalism costs was $1,981. Only 
$412 was spent leaving the schools 
with approximately $300 each for 
their special programs.

night last week formally accepted 
the report of the Police Service Task 
Force. Although the report recom- 
mended providing funds in the 
1976-77 city budget for establish- 
ment of a Yorba Linda police 
department by Jan. 1, 1977, the 
council unanimously approved 
contracting for police service with 
Brea for at least another year, at a 
cost to the city of $452,000. 

The task force had forecast an 

annual first-year cost of $443,500 for 
an  ‘‘in-house’’ police _ force, 
although the report predicted an 
initial three-month start-up cost of 
$136,000, much of which would be 
amortized over succeeding years. 
” Despite the difference in figures, 
however, task force member Joseph 
R. Caruso stressed that ‘‘we never 
claimed that Yorba Linda could have 
its own police force for less, but 
rather that it could have better 
service for the same amount.”’ 

The task force’s recommendat- 
ions were most strongly opposed by 
Councilman Dale T. Chaput, who 
questioned whether the city had 
negotiated with Brea for the best 
contract possible and whether such 
possibilities as long-term contract- 
ing and regional or service-sharing 
policing had been properly invest- 
igated. 

‘Other alternatives are avail- 
able,’’ said Chaput, ‘‘I don’t believe 
you can get quality in a small 
organization.” 

Councilman Irwin Fried also 
expressed doubts about the 
usefulness of the report, noting that 
no comparison was _ available 
regarding policing needs and costs 
with any community similar to Yorba 
Linda. 

He encouraged the task force to 
continue its work, checking to see 
whether some such similar commun- 
ity could be found in the Los 
Angeles, San Francisco, or San 
Diego areas. 

Other councilmen were less 
reserved. ‘‘Police departments are 
nothing new,’’ declared Mayor 
Henry W. Wedaa. ‘‘They’ve been 
around a long time. There’s no need 
to study them to death. 

‘I’m ready to go right now.”’ 

Councilman Whit Cromwell voic- 
ed support for a local police force, 
saying, ‘‘I would like to see us have 
one. I thing we can show a saving 
over a period of four or five years.”’ 

Cromwell further praised the task 
force for its thoroughness and 
diligence. (The task force has met at 
Cromwell's home during its two 
years of existence.) 

Councilman Anton ‘‘Doug’’ Groot 
also supported the report. ‘‘] agree 
with Mayor Wedaa,”’ he said. ‘‘We 
can get substantially better police 
service for the same cost (with our 
own police force).”’ 

At Groot’s motion, the council 
voted 4-1 (Chaput opposed) to adopt 
a policy statement declaring the

down the proposed change, carried 
the motion a_ step further, 
suggesting that staff not be 
restricted to the 1-to-1 ratio, but be 
free to determine an appropriate 
ratio for such a classification. 

In fact, offered Chaput, staff 
should investigate the possibility of 
developing such property as a PRD 
(planned residential development), 
thereby obviating the necessity of 
subdividing altogether, with the 
only stipulation that condominiums, 
a specific application of the PRD, be 
precluded from development. 

The other council members 
agreed, and the motion passed. 

Another mixed bag of success was 
brought away from the meeting by 
residents of the vicinity of El Cajon 
and Prospect. 

When a tract of homes was 
developed in the angle between the 
EI Cajon trail and Prospect, a private 
horse trail was supposed to run 
westerly along the northern side of 
the tract roughly in a line with El 
Cajon, providing access to the trail 
for horse-owners living along that 
side of the tract. 

Instead, by accident, the trail was 
dedicated to the city as a public trail. 
In consequence, horseback riders in 
the neighborhood came to use the 
trail as general access to the El 
Cajon trail, crossing Prospect at El 


Cajon. 

This, it seems, is dangerous. 
Councilmen and residents both 
referred to a lack of visibility along 
Prospect which assertedly endan- 
gers riders emerging from the trail. 

Options open to the city were to 
abandon the trail completely, 
leaving it to residents whose homes 
abut the trail to come to an 
agreement about establishing a 
private trail; to abandon some 
portion of the trail, thereby closing it 
permanently to through traffic; or to 
retain possession but to try to 
restrict or control access to it by 
means of some sort of barrier. 

Residents along the north side 
who addressed the council generally 
preferred to have the land restored 
to them. Others for the most-part 
wished things left as they were. 

In the end, the council voted to do 
neither. 

A motion by Groot not to abandon 
the trail wholly passed unanimously. 
So did a motion by Cromwell to 
abandon all but the northernmost 
eight feet, a move intended to 
straighten out zig-zagging property 
lines along the south side of the trail. 

And finally a motion by Fried to 
erect a barrier to horses at the 
Propsect end of the trail also 
passed--in a 3-2 vote, Wedaa and 
Chaput opposed.

To the City Council 

I wandered over to the bare land at 
the corner of Ohio and Buena Vista 
and as I did so I had to wonder as 
well. I wondered what would 
motivate the action taken there. 

Of the people who were quoted as 
being against that proposed church 
site I noticed that their address 
prevented them from being in visual 
contact with the site. In fact, one of 
them lives over a mile away. 

I wondered how there could be a 
traffic problem when three streets 
approach that site and most of the 
other churches in this town have 
maybe two approaches. 

I couldn’t help but wonder if 
maybe the adjacent residents were 
worried about a church being there 
or were they put out because that 
site which they have been using for 
recreational use for years, Scot-free, 
was to be used for, of all things, a 
place to worship.. 

I wondered if any of the objectors 
were objective enough to look at the 
building plans for that site and note 
the beautiful Spanish architectural 
plans that were in store and how 
those might stack up against the 
fifteen or sixteen tax burdening, 
school burdening, houses that might 
go in there instead. 

That Church has owned that site 
for several years. Not only are 
personal freedoms guaranteed by 
the First Amendment being violated 
but personal property rights are 
being abused-as well. 


The building would have been 
very complementary to the new 
school there, both in design, and in 
joint use of facilities. 

I wondered why I had voted for 
those three that flashed the ‘‘no”’ 
light and why I had spoken to others 
about voting for them. Their vote 
that evening was not objective and 
was in contrast to the planning 
commission. Campaign coffers may 
be lined from that area but votes 
come from all over town, just like a 
congregation. 

I challenge the City Council to 
show this city a study done with 
traffic surveillance and demogra- 
phic research that would justify that 
vote. 

I want them to show me that there 
would be a significantly higher 
number of autos in that traffic flow 
than there is on a week day when 
cars, school buses, and horses are 
going to work, school and pleasure 
destinations. 

The same must be done not only at 
the site but at other church sites in 
the community. 

The Church has already paid for 
improvements adjacent to the school 
site. They own the land, they 
sacrificed heavily for that land, they 
wanted their church there and that is 
where it should be. 

It’s time people started looking 
into their conscience and not their 
wallet.

(At one point, Chaput, noting that 
three members had dropped from 
the task force during its existence, 
accused the remaining body of 
having a pro-police bias. Caruso 
objected, noting that the drop-outs 
consisted of a police-science 
student, a retired police sergeant, 
and a retired police chief.) 

The 16S-page report represented 
the conclusions of only four of the 
remaining task-force members, 
however. Chairman Hoppel had 
written a minority report advocating 


a multi-city regional police force _ 


over an in-house department; but 
when he declined to present it (it was 
included in the task-force report), 
Chaput read it instead. 

Speaking for the other members, 
Hoppel agreed to continue the task 
force to aid the council in the coming 
study sessions.

When the stairs were 
added they interfered 
with the movement of air 
and thus the cave no longer 
moaned. 


At the top once more, I 
decided that the name was 
still apt, because I was 
moaning and groaning over 
how much my legs hurt 
from climbing all those 
steps. We returned to the 
meetings on shaky pins.
